The crime rate at CSUS has dropped, 
much like the rest of the nation, according 
to the latest Student Right to Know report 
on file in the reserve book room of the 
Library. The report, required by federal 
law since 1991, is issued by Campus 
Police four times a year. It outlines major 
violent and property crimes that occur on 
the CSUS campus. 

The violent crime category, which 
includes murder, rape androbbery, shows 
no reported incidents during the first six 
months of 1997. Four cases ofaggravated 
assault were the only crimes involving 
bodily injury shown in the report.

“One of the reasons for the decrease in 
thecrimerate isthe higher profile of police 
in the parking lots,” said Detective John 
Hamrick of the CSUS campus police. 

Increased security in the parking lots 
protects the personal safety of students 
and student property, Hamrick said. 

Despite the low crime figures, campus 
police officials have several suggestions 
to help keep students and their property 
safe at CSUS: 

¢ Always be alert and aware of the 
people around you. 

¢ Be aware of locations and situations 
that could make you vulnerable to crime, 
such as alleys or dark parking lots. 

e Whenever possible, travel with a 
friend. 


¢ Walk confidently and at a steady 
pace. 

¢ Make eye contact with people when 
walking. 

¢ Donotrespond to conversation from 
strangers on the street. 

© If you carry a purse, backpack or 

briefcase, hold it securely between your 
arm and your body. 

¢ If you travel by car, have your keys 
ready when approaching your car and 
check the back seat before getting in.

“When you ride a bicycle to campus, 
don’t ride a $1,000 mountain or road 
bicycle,’ suggests Hamnrick..

BOOMING AT BOOKSTORE 


middle of next week as the cashiers 
deal with textbook refunds and other 
purchases. The last day for textbook 
refunds is Sept. 16, said Le. 

The Hornet Bookstore, part of the 
Bookstore Services Division of the 
CSUS Foundation, has 4,783 book 
titles available for students in 2,035 
Classes this fall, 
book department manager. 

As students prowled the aisles of 
the second floor and searched for that 
required book, a common complaint

much?” 

The prices students pay for text- 
books are determined by the publish- 
ers’ prices for new books, said Gorin. 
Used books are priced at 75 percent 
of the publisher’s price. This semes- 
ter 70,000 used textbooks were avail- 
able at the bookstore. 

Despite these numbers, the avail- 
ability of textbooks is a concern for 
both Gorin and students. 

“The personal service is good, but 
they still don’t have the book I need,” 
said Theresa Childers, who said that 


most of the time the books she needs 
are available. 

Gorin cited problems acquiring 
books from publishers and late fac- 
ulty textbook requests as the primary 
reasons books may be out of stock or 
unavailable. But just because a book 
is out of stock at the time doesn’t 
mean it will remain so. Gorin urges 
students to keep checking the shelves. 

‘We are always getting textbooks 
in,” said Gorin.

The ASI resolution, which 
passed unanimously, allocated a 
total of $25,000, of which the ini- 
tial $10,000 will cover the costs of 
student assistants. and office sup- 
plies.

formation of an advisory commit- 
tee including students, faculty, ad- 
ministrators and community mem- 
bers. The committee will report to 
Shirley Uplinger, vice president of 
student affairs. Once the advisory 
committee is formed, the remain- 
ing $15,000 will be dispensed as 
earmarked by the committee. 

In addition to the ASI’s contri- 
bution, Uplinger announced a 
$17,000 donation from the univer- 
sity. The university’s donation must 
be used to hire a new director for 
the Women’s Resource Center, 
Uplinger said. 

Supporters of the center were 
not appeased. 

Several audience members were 
still angry about the dismissal of 
the previous director, and the new 
funds going to hire a new director. 

“The worst part of this was that a 
woman was fired, without due pro-

Two recently vacated CSUS 
vice president positions are being 
filled by short term help, while a 
nationwide search for full-time 
replacements is carried out. Ed- 
ward Del Biaggio, executive of- 
ficer of the CSUS Foundation has 
temporarily assumed the duties 
of vice president for administra- 
tion, and Jon Self, director of 
management services, has taken 
Over aS associate vice president 
for finance. 

Alison McGill vacated the po- 
sition of associate vice president 
for finance in late August, when 
she accepted the job of controller 
and executive director of finan- 
cial and business services at the 
University of 
California, 
Berkeley. 

According 
to Self, 
McGill’s_ de- 
parture was 
unexpected. 
Self is assum- 
ing the work load of the vice presi- 
dent for finance as well as retain- 
ing his responsibilities in man- 
agement services. ‘ 

“I am very, very busy at the 
moment,” Self said. “I had not 
planned this. However, the uni- 
versity asked me to do this. I have 
been at the university along time,

and I intend to stay here for along 
time. I felt I should do this.” 

Self said he could not com- 
ment as to whether he would pur- 
sue the post on a full-time basis. 

Del Biaggio will not com- 
pletely assume the position of vice 
president for administration, va- 
cated by Mernoy Harrison, until 
Sept.13, when he will take a six- 
month leave from his current po- 
sition as executive director of the 
CSUS Foundation. Del Biaggo, a 
CSUS graduate, and a former ad- 
ministrator at Humboldt State 

University, ac- 
cepted the job on 
a temporary ba- 
sis only. 

“T am looking 
forward to re- 
turning to the 
Foundation and 
being involved 
in the entrepre- 

neurial activities that we have 
started to develop,” Del Biaggio 
said. “I thoroughly enjoy work- 
ing within the Foundation.” 

CSUS President Donald Gerth 
said the search for permanent ap- 
pointees has just begun: He said 
he felt both Del Biaggio and Self 
were capable of handling the po- 
sitions until that time.

Neither Gerth nor Self was sure 
how long the process of finding 
full-time replacements would 
take. Self estimated a six to 12 
month application process. Presi- 
dent Gerth has anticipated the 
search will “move right ahead.”

In parking lot, keep angry emotions in check 


When overcome by 
rabid “road rage,” 
righteous revenge 
can be yours

Crawling through campus atrush 
hour this morning, some students 
found themselves cursing and wish- 
ing bodily harm upon the dtiver 
who so rudely cut them off. 

Thoughts of coating the thought- 
less offender in a layer of honey 
and throwing him into a swarm of 
angry African killer bees is an ex- 
ample of the type of rage/that has 
become all-too-common among 
frustrated drivers of all ages. 

In reality, most drivers would 
never inflict harm upon another per- 
son or act out their aggressions. 
However, other drivers are not al- 
ways as forgiving. | 

Many traffic offenders have con- 
fidently come back from class only 
to find themselves victims of van- 
dalism. Seeing a jagged white line 
along the side of anew coat of paint 
is usually enough to remind an of- 
fender that he or she has made some- 
one rather unhappy. 

Over the course of the past de- 
cade, reports of “driver rage,” or

“road rage,” have increased. 
More often than ever there are 
stories of people who have been 


involved in anger-related traffic 


accidents, verbal and physical al- 
tercations, knifings, shootings and 
deaths. Motorists seem to be hav- 
ing a more difficult time control- 
ling their frustrations and anger 
toward drivers who are a little bit 
too lax in following traffic laws. 

Officer John Hamrick, investi- 
gator and public information of- 
ficer for CSUS campus police, 


emphasizes that vigilantism is not 
the answer. He offers these words 
of wisdom to frustrated drivers: 
“Don’t let your emotions get the 
best of you.” 

“In the past, there have been in- 
cidents in parking lots where stu- 
dents have been involved in verbal 
and physical disputes, even vandal- 
ism, over a parking space,” Hamrick 
said. 

In instances when parking be- 
comes a game of survival of the 
fittest, and the necessity for a park-

ing spot turns into desperation and 


frustration, tempers and aggressive 
behavior often have a tendency of 
taking over. 

“Tensions tend to run especially 
high during finals week or toward 
the end of the semester,” Hamrick 
said, adding that in some driving 
instances, such as a taken parking 
space or traffic violation, it is best 
to just swallow your pride and keep 
calm.

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Greeks ‘Just Say No’

Despite stringent restrictions 
on alcohol on the Louisiana State 
University campus, a 20-year-old 
Sigma Alpha Epsilon pledge died 
Aug. 25 of acute alcohol poison- 
ing after a night of drinking shots 
of hard liquor and pitchers of beer. 

Officials in 
Baton Rouge 
said that Ben- 
jamin Wynne 
had a blood al- 
cohol level of 
.588, nearly six 
times the state 
legal limit of 
10. 

Six other students found un- 
conscious at the SAE house were 
also hospitalized. One of those 
students has now filed a lawsuit 
against SAE, the university and 
the bar where the students had 
been drinking. 

Unlike LSU, CSUS is not a 
dry campus. CSUS organizations 
are allowed to restrict alcohol

consumption according to their 
own guidelines— not at the di- 
rection of the university. 

According to Scott Siegel, 
program director for the Stu- 
dent Activities Office at CSUS, 
fraternities and sororities on 
campus choose to remain alco- 
hol free during rush week.

On their debut album, “‘the fourth 
world,’ Kara’s Flowers display a mu- 
sical vocabulary closely related to that 
of the Fab Four from Liverpool.

chapter of Sigma Alpha Epsilon is 
revamping its image and running a 
little differently this year. 

Admitting that they have devel- 
oped a reputation as a fraternity of 
hard drinking and hazing, this year’s 
smaller chapter is striving to get the 
word out that things have changed. 

“Hazing is out,” said SAE mem- 
ber Jordan McCarthy, who pledged 
in fall 1995. 

“When I pledged, there were 16 
in the class when we started, and 
we ended up with seven members,” 


McCarthy said, citing hazing as the 
reason for the high dropout rate. 

“People come to school to study, 
not to have someone harassing them 
at 2 every morning,” said Chris 
Mullen, another member of SAE. 

A visit last week from the na- 
tional office of SAE emphasized 
the responsibility of the fraternity 
to its members. 

“Alcohol awareness informa- 
tion is included in every package 
given to pledges,” SAE president 
Todd Dion said. 

“We don’t have the insurance 
to deal with the problems from 


hazing and that responsibility 
ultimately rests with the presi- 
dent,” McCarthy said, noting 
that in the case of a lawsuit, the 
fraternity members, their par- 
ents and the national chapter 
can also be held liable. 

The SAE chapter at LSU has 
been suspended until an inves- 
tigation of the incident is com- 
pleted. 

According to SAE’s national 
office, the organization edu- 
cates all its members on the 
“moral, legal and physical risks 
of alcohol.”

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Although technically a “dry 
campus,’ LSU was recently named 


_one of the country’s top 10 party 
schools by the Princeton Review. 


University officials, however, 
claim that the reports of heavy 
drinking on their campus are 
myths. 

The recent LSU incident involv- 
ing fraternities and drinking fol- 
lows shortly after the drowning 
death of two Lambda Chi Alpha 
members in May. After the inci- 
dent at Lake Mead, the national 
board of Lambda Chi Alpha sus- 
pended UCLA’s chapter.

Prior to FCC, Volek coached at 
Walla Walla Community College in 
Washington, first as defensive coor- 
dinator and then as head coach. In 
1986 WWCC went 9-0 and was 
ranked third out of 170 community 
colleges in the nation by USA Today. 

While at WWCC, Volek’s Rams 
went 71-26-1, and won three con- 
secutive Northwest Athletic Asso- 
ciation of Community Colleges Con- 
ference championships. 

Volek’s first season at Sac State in 
1995 also met with some success 
when he led the Hornets to the Ameri- 
can West Conference champion- 
ship, the team’s first conference 
title since 1986. Recovering from 
early season losses, Sac State’s run 
at the title garnered Volek’s Coach 
of the Year honors. 

Despite going 1-10 in 1996, Volek 
still has reasons to be proud; two of 
his starters from last season were 
drafted by the NFL. Running back 
Daimon Shelton went to the Jackson- 
ville Jaguars, and quarterback Tony 
Corbin was selected by the San Di- 
ego Chargers. 

On the wall, behind his desk, is a

Sac State. The picture is a drawing of 
a stadium that was to be built by Fred 
Anderson for the World League 
Champion Sacramento Surge, a sta- 
dium that Volek wants to build.

The departure of 
two high-ranking 
CSUS administrators 
has fueled rumors re- 
garding the lifespan 
of the Gerth adminis- 
tration. 

The vice president 
for administration, 
Memoy Harrison, left 
in late September to 
become vice provost 
for administrative 
services at Arizona 
State University. He 
had been at CSUS for 
16 years. 

Alison McGill, vice president for 
finance, made Aug. 22 herlastday. She 
left for a position at UC Berkeley after 
three years of service at CSUS. 

The sudden departure of these high- 
ranking administrative officials begs 
the question, “Why now?” 

Perhaps 1997 marks more than just 
the “golden” anniversary of our uni- 
versity. Could these resignations be a 
glimpse at what’s to come? 

Conventional wisdom has it that the 
cause of this “jumping ship” is, in fact, 





related to the 50th anniversary. The 
commonly held belief is that this is 
Donald R. Gerth’s last year as presi- 
dent of CSUS. 


For several years, faculty and staff 
members have speculated that Gerth is 
counting the days until his retirement 
— and that the end of the 1997-98 
school year is marked in red ink on his 
calendar. 

Where will he go from here? With 
CSU Chancellor Barry Munitz out of 
the picture, will Gerth throw his hat in 
the ring for the position of chancellor? 


It’s hard to 
tell, since both 
the list of the 
eight to 12 candi- 
dates and the se- 
lection process 
by the search 
committee are a 
tightly held se- 
crets. 

ButifGerthis 
leaving CSUS, 
why would his 
retirement trig- 
gerastring ofres- 
ignations? 
Harrison and McGill would have 
been two of the university’s most 
qualified applicants for the presi- 
dency. Why would they skip the 
opportunity? 

Did they leave for higher sala- 
ries? Neither the office of Harrison 
nor McGill would release either their 
current salaries or the proposed sala- 
ries for their new positions. 

Or could it be there is some other 
reason that the administrative staff is 
slowly migrating to other campuses? 

Only time will tell.

SCHLEMMER AND

This'létter is in response'‘to Sandra’ 


Schlemmer’s statement in the Hornet 
on Sept. 9, 1997 regarding the move- 
ment to recall her (and Executive Vice 
President, Shannon Hughes). She sug- 
gested that if the recall went forward, 
the money to pay for it would be taken 
Out of the amount that has been set 
aside for the Women’s Resource Cen- 
ter. 

This appears to be an attempt to 
blackmail those involved on the recall 
committee to back down in order to 
hold on to this paltry amount for the 
Women’s Resource Center. What she 
doesn’t understand is that this recall is 
about so much more than the WRC. 

First, and foremost, Schlemmer is 
not the person we elected to be our 
President.

This is more than the number of stu- 


dents who voted ifthe last election for 


Schlemmer and Hughes combined! 

Several members of the recall com- 
mittee would notbe considered staunch 
supporters of the WRC, yet they were 
vehemently opposed to Schlemmer’s 
and Hughes’ method of defunding it. 
Thus, ultimately, whether we supported 
the Women’s Resource Center or not, 
the fact that our representatives ig- 
nored such a strong statement as the 
2,/00 signatures from the student body 
who put them in office is a testament to 
their lack of dedication and account- 
ability to all of us. 

Third, last semester Shannon 
Hughes actually confiscated petitions 
being circulated in a Recreation and 
Leisure Studies class in support of fund- 
ing the Women’s Resource Center. 
When the student passing around the 
petitions confronted her after class, 
Hughes THREW the petitions on the 
ground! Shannon Hughes wasattempt- 
ing to SILENCE the very people she is 
supposed to represent.

Dear Editor, 

I am writing this letter to clear up 
any rumors or false information that 
Students may have heard as they are 
wandering around campus. These ru- 
mors would be regarding the ASI elec- 
tions and budget process in which the 
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Women’s Resource Center received 
no funding for this academic year. 
Imagine that you were running for 
an elected office and your opponent 
started to campaign before the official 
starting date of the election campaign 
process in order to get a jump ahead of 
you. Continue to imagine that you are 
confined to putting your signs in cer- 
tain areas but your opponent decides 


‘that-in-order to“‘remain-competitive” 


with you, he/she would place them in 
other places that more people would 
see but are deemed illegal. One more 
rule was broken by youropponent when 
he/she decided to double the amount 
spent on his/her election that is allow- 
able by the rules. If your were running 
for office and you lost by only four 
votes by following all the rules, what 
would you do? 

Theelections process is setup forall 
students to have an equal and fair chance 
to run for an office in ASI. Part of the 
ASTelections process, as with any elec- 
tion, there are a few rules that candi- 
dates must follow. Without these rules 
we could be like Cal Poly San Luis 
Obispo, where it takes the candidate 
for president spending $4,000 in order 
to win. Cal Poly does not have any of 
these rules, so of course the rich kid on 
the block will always win. 

One of my opponents in last spring’s 
election broke all of the above stated 
rules, and I appealed the election re- 
Sults for the benefit of the students who 
run for office in the future.

addressed by the center. 

The current situation of the zero 
funding has resulted in the University 
how.giving $17,000 to the center (they...

and the center being accountable to the 
vice president of Student Affairs 
through the university with input from 
an advisory board. Now that ASI’s 


' concerns have been addressed, ASI has 


allocated $25,000 to the center. The 
center now has a budget of $42,000, 
which is $2,000 more than the center 
has received in the past. 

What has this accomplished? The 
center now receives more money, and 
because of all the publicity that this has 
caused, everyone now knows of the 
center and the services that are pro- 
vided ta them. Oh, one more thing: We 
saved $15,000 of student money by 
having the university believe in our 
idea of having women’s services pro- 
vided on campus, which can now go to 
more student services being offered by 
ASI — way to go ASI! 

Ihope that I have cleared up some of 
the floating rumors. All I can ask you 
the students is to get involved with 
ASI. If you have a problem with the 
way that ASI is representing you, get 
involved! Don’t think that because I 
am president that I rule this corpora- 
tion. I work for the students and have 
one vote just like everyone else on the 
board. When can I expect to see you in 
the ASI office getting involved?

Woroniecki responded by saying 
students must ignore their churches 
and view them as institutions. 

‘Your church is not God. It is not 
Jesus Christ,” Woroniecki said. 

He further urged students not to 
“listen to the peanut gallery” that was 
mocking him, but to the Bible, and to 
the pamphlets the family was distrib 


uting. : 


But when students offered the fam- 
ily a Bible, the family refused it. 

“They wouldn’t even listen,” said 
Jeff Westerman, a senior majoring in 
communications. : 

Woroniecki told the crowd that 
“college students think college is like 
going to Disneyland.” 

Soon after he said this, faculty 
members joined the crowd of stu- 
dents, including one who brought an 
entire class to view the spiritual spec- 
tacle. 

Yelling witha force that scrunched 
his face, Woroniecki warned students 
that when they walk away from 
CSUS, they will have to deal with 
their lives as they are, and whether 
they are in accordance with God’s 
wishes. 

“T’d rather be rejected right now 
than be rejected on judgment day,”

The 
Woroniecki’s children, who range in 
age from 7 to 15, are home-schooled 
and are currently travelling, accord- 
ing to Donna Miller of CSUS Staff 
Benefits. Miller was concerned about 
the kids’ welfares, as were many in 
the crowd, and went to get a first- 
hand account from Rachel, the 
children’s mother. 

‘How could you do that to your 
kids?” asked Miller. 

“T belong to a different kingdom,” 
said Rachel. 

Elizabeth said that her family was 
doing the demonstration because they 
were doing God’s work. 

“We are just a family that loves 
Jesus,” Elizabeth said, shaking her 
head in disapproval as a student asked 
her about her church.
